PROHIBITION AND WHISKEY 

In the year 1910 the number of gallons 
of whiskey in the United States subject 
to tax were 82,463,894 gallons. The num- 
ber of gallons of rum were 2,253,949.7 
gallons, gin 2,985,435.5 gallons, brandy 
7,656,433.6 gallons, alcohol 68,534,247.2 
gallons, total 163,893,960 gallons. 


In the year 1920 whiskey 234,705.2 zal- 
lons, rum 944,916.5 gallons, gin nothing, 
brandy 1,649,445.8 gallons, alcohol 98,436,- 
170.3 gallons; total 101,265,237.8 gallons. 

In 1930, whiskey 1,998,947.6 gallons, 
rum 982,781.7 gallons, gin nothing, brandy 
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416,043 gallons, alcohol 191,859,343.4 gal- 
lons; total 195,257,114.7 gallons. 

In the year 1932 whiskey 1,711,028.5 
gallons, rum 1,097,777.2 gallons, gin noth- 


ing, brandy 630,786.5 gallons, alcohol 
146,950,912.7 gallons; total 150,390,504.9 
gallons. 


In comparing these figures it is very 
easy to be seen that prohibition had made 
headway in dispensing with whiskey that 
was subject to be taxed. In the year 1915 
materials used in the production of fer- 
mented liquors were as follows: malt, 
2,141,723,104 pounds, rice 167,750,177 Ibs., 
corn and corn products 604,890,901 Ibs., 
hops, 38,839,294 lbs., sugar and syrup, 109,- 
630,425 lbs., other grains 145,697,970 ibs. 

During the year 1932 there were 96,- 
365,976 lbs. malt used, 6,306,942 lbs. rice, 
6,483,911 lbs. corn and corn  producis, 
1, 840,691 lbs. hops, 22,513,575 lbs. sugar 
and syrup, other grains nothing. 

During this period of seventeen years 
these figures show a marked decline in- 


deed if these calculations are in any 
sense correct. — Figures taken from 
World Almanac.

TOBACCO USED IN THE UNITED 
STATES 

During the year 1921 there were 7,822,- 
534,617 cigars consumed. During tie 
same year there were 45,065,323,004 cig- 
arettes consumed and 329,611,871 lbs. of 
tobacco. To this may be added 32,196,676 
Ibs. of snuff. 

During the year 1932 as an evidence 
of the depression cigars had declined to 
5,174,805,776. In comparing the number 
of cigarettes during 1932 we find an enor- 
mous increase in the use of cigarettes 
resulting in 105,846,109,436 cigarettes b2- 
ing used during that year. The amount 
used in chewing and smoking tobacco 
during that year was the unpleasant total 
of 322,356,476 lbs. of tobacco with an in- 
crease in snuff over the year 1921 as dur- 
ing the year 1932 there was used 38,034,- 
923 lbs. of snuff. 

1930 was a banner year for cigareites 
the total being 119, 944,475,002 used. The 
same year was also a banner year for 
the snuff market there being 41,900,537 
lbs. of snuff used. 

The human race by these excessive and 
filthy habits was made poor and render- 
ed physically infirm by the use of this 
unclean and unnecessary weed. Well hath 
God’s Word said, “My people perish for 
the lack of wisdom?”

The following letter is a reply made by 
F. W. Lemons, pastor of the Church of 
God at Logan, W. Va., to some unjust 
and unfair criticism by Rev. G. W. Ride- 
out, against the Pentecostal people. We 
feel that Rev. Lemons has just ground 
for such a reply, therefore we are giving 
space in the columns of the Evangel 
with a hearty amen.—Editor. 


Pentecostal Herald, Louisville, Ky. 
Attention: Dr. H. C. Morrison, Editor. 
Brethren: 

Inasmuch as many of our good Pente- 
costal people are constant readers of your 
valued publication, and have received 
much good from its pages, I feel that it 
is not amiss that I write you expressing 
our sincere regret that so worthy a paper 
should so erroneously blunder as to pub- 
lish the article py the Rev. G. W. Ride- 
out, in the issue of Jan. 18, under the 
caption “Wresting the Scriptures and 
Perverting the Word of God.” Because of 
pressing duties I did not get to read this 
issue of the Herald until yesterday or I 
would have answered sooner. 

We have no warfare with Methodists; 
rather we feel indebted to them for the 
much and lasting good they have accom- 
plished, but kindly allow a little com- 
ment from our point of view, offered in 
a charitable manner by way of enlighten- 
ment regarding this unjust criticism. 

We quite agree with Mr. Rideout that 
it is positively amazing what things go 
on under the head of holiness, pentecost- 
alism, ete., but we wish to inform him 
that if he wishes to get first hand infor- 
mation as to the teachings of the Peate- 
costal people, it will be a very easy mat- 
ter to do so, and by investing one cent in 
a postal could have had the true facts 
at his door and published the truth con- 
cerning this despised company of God’s 
children. We never object to being cor- 
rectly advertised. 

Mr. Rideout states that he met one of 
the Pentecostal leaders, and has much to 
say about the ignorance of this man. He 
states that he had not read certain books, 
and paints a picture of one so dense that 
he did not know clearly his own belief. 
It is difficult to understand how one so 
learned, able and experienced in holy 
things as Mr. Rideout seems to be from 
his usual contributions to the Herald, and

free from bias, would judge and de- 
nounce a movement as large as the Pente- 
costal Movement by the rating of one 
man who did not meet his standard of 
ministerial qualification. He should know 
that there are possibly some in this move- 
ment as well qualified as himself. At 
least we claim a few from your own As- 
bury. Even though this man has not read 
Clarke’s Commentary and the other books 
mentioned, it is quite probable that some 
of the other brethren have. At any rate, 
it seems to me that it is grossly unjust 
to criticize a less scholarly man, whom 
the Lord may have called into the min- 
istry of soul saving. Who knows what 
opportunities for scholarship were his? 
We believe greatly in education, but we 
do not believe it is a consideration of dis- 
cipleship. What excuse does Methodism 
offer for her unlettered preachers? 

It would be well to note that St. Peter 
did not see a copy of Adam _ Clarke’s 
work. And that most of the Apostles were 
ignorant, unlearned men. They seemed 
to know very little, save Jesus. Their iz- 
norance was obvious. So was their holi- 
ness and knowledge of Jesus. In view of 
the above and the statements about uwun- 
learned holiness preachers of today bv 
Mr. Rideout. it would seem that if the 
Apostles were among us today thev would 
tno be proscribed by modern Methodism. 
Peter and John would be refused audi- 
ence in Methodist churches. 

T quote from the article in question as 
follows: “It is an unfortunate fact that 
when this tvne of ‘nentecostalism’ in- 
vades a community that it plavs havoe 
with sound doctrine and establishes bar- 
riers to the Weslevan standards of holi- 
ness which are very difficult to over- 
come.” 

Tn this expression the writer acknowl- 
edges defeat and at the same time at- 


temnts tn snlatter mrd on those who bv 
elineing to the old Rible experiences are 
eneeessful in bringing souls to Christ. To 
he sure it is nnfortunate for any set of 
ministers to enter a commnnitv 
the full encnel is heine nreached and et- 
tempt to teach that the Bible does not 


wh ere 


mean what it says in regard to the Bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, and the Bible 
evidence of this experience, as recorded 
in the Acts of the Apostles. The time- 
worn excuse so long foisted upon people; 
viz., “Not for us today; For the Apostles 
only,”—is readily uncovered and exploid- 
ed when the full gospel preacher fearless- 
ly informs his hearers that if the New 
Testament is for people today, and that if 
folks may receive any kind of an experi- 
ence of salvation as described therein, 
they may expect to receive it as per the 
patterns written in the Book. The com- 
mon man of today believes the Bible, and 
believes it applies to his own case as a 
sinner. To us the Bible is more than a 
text book; our ministers preach it as it 
reads without ‘“quivocation,” the New 
Testament as our only rule of faith and 
practice. 

Let us consider this “unfortunate fact.” 
In these holiness meetings so deprecated 
by Mr. Rideout, sinners truly get con- 
verted—scores of them. They do not sign 
cards; they kneel down and pray and cry, 
repenting deeply, like Methodists did in 
their better days. They pray like Dr. 
Morrison advises people to pray in his re- 
vivals. They pray thru. They are cleans- 
ed from all sin and filled with the Holy 
Ghost, speaking with other tongues as 
the Spirit gives utterance, as per the rec- 
ords in the Acts of the Apostles. They 
prove their piety by holy and consistent 
living. They make restitution, paying old 
outlawed debts, restoring all property and 
goods taken by them dishonestly. 

In our organization, The Church of 
God, no one is allowed to unite with the 
church who has not been truly converted. 
We have no modernists nor evolutionists 
in our church. We still kneel to pray. 
We do not tolerate the use of tobacco in 
any form. Members indulging in tobacco 
use are dismissed. Our members are net 
whiskey, moonshine nor beer drinkers. 
They are not pleading for “Repeal.” They 
do not play cards and attend dances thru 
the week and sing in the choir on Sun- 
day. They do not talk profanely. We do 
not have Bishop Cannon. Thousands of 
the worst human wrecks are salvaged 
from sin and ruin by our Evangelism ev- 
ery year. Gentlemen, kindly advise me in 
what way this sort of preaching and prac- 
tising “plays havoc with sound doctrine 
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and establishes barriers to the Weslyan 
standards.” A thorough investigation of 
the work of the Pentecostal people in tne 
homeland and abroad will reveal amazing 
facts and altogether different than stat- 
ed by Mr. Rideout. 

I have noticed from the Pentecostal 
Herald some very astonishing things in 
the Methodist ranks, to say nothing of 
the multitude of holiness fighting M. E. 
préachers encountered by our ministers. 
Recently I noticed on the front page the 
article in which Dr. Morrison, a man 
greatly loved by many Pentecostal peo- 
ple, charges that he thought any Method- 
ist preacher who felt so disposed might 
deny the literal “second coming of Je- 
sus” without interferences from any con- 
ference. What a confession of apostasy! 
Our entire ministry and laity 100 per 
cent believe in the second coming of Je- 
sus. We all preach it. 

Another interesting item is the loss of 
50,000 in membership by the Methodists. 
Poss_bly Brother Rideout attributes that 
loss to the “Quack” Pentecostal preach- 
ers, as he styles them. He may be partly 
right in doing so, for during the years 
Methodism has lost heavily the Pente- 
costal brethren have had a steady stream 
of revivals. Our ministers preach with- 
out guaranteed salaries. Not even a fi- 
nancial panic stops them. Hard times in- 
spire them to work harder for they feel 
that Jesus is coming soon, and that hard, 
perilous times indicate that the time is 
at hand. Consequently in the year of 
1932 the Church of God reports a net in- 
crease in membership of 40 per cent. I 
fear that the Holiness Methodists are 
adopting the same attitude of persecu- 
tion toward their Pentecostal brethren 
that Dr. Godby’s crowd did, which has 
resulted in landing the self-styled “refor- 
mation” on the rocxs. 

Further, the article charges: “A few 
years ago there was a great deal of ex- 
cited thinking over the ‘Latter Rain.’ 
Thousands were swept off their feet, came 
out of the churches, and went into wild 
fire comeoutism. It is very obvious to the 
thoughtful observer that the latter rain 
wave has subsided leaving upon the shore 


wrecked nerves, wrecked churches, 
wrecked holiness movements, wrecked 
homes, wrecked reputations, wrecked 


bodies and souls.” 

There is no proof of this fabrication. 
The latter rain is still falling. Thousands 
are yet being swept into the Kingdom of 
God. Some of them are forced to come out 
of other churches. They cannot do other- 
wise. Despite the thrust concerning “wild 
fire’ it is very obvious to the thoughtful 
observer that the latter rain has not sub- 
sided, and in its wake it has left the 
shores blest with heavenly sunshine, and 
the inhabitants feasting on heavenly man- 
na; wrecked nerves have been healed and 
restored; wrecked churches have receiv- 
ed new life; wrecked homes have been 
blest and have found Jesus, and more 
souls have been saved thru the efforts of 
the Pentecostal movement in the past 
few years than by the other holiness 
movements. Although these anti-tongues 
holiness movements have fought us dog- 
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gedly verbally and thru their literature 
they have contributed greatly to our suc- 
cess. They have taught holiness, and 
prepared hearts, and when hearts are 
thoroughly cleansed the Holy Ghost will 
come in to witness to their sanctification. 
A good foundation has been laid and the 
truly sanctified need only to hear ithe 
g00d news that they may receive the Bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. Many of them 
express surprise when coming to our 
meetings, confessing that they have been 
warned against them, came out of curios- 
ity, and discovered they had been misin- 
formed by their own able leaders as to 
the true conduct of genuine Pentecostal- 
ism. Occasionally some have received the 
Pentecostal experience in the anti-tongues 
holiness churches, whereupon they are 
generally invited to leave, and they can 
only resort to “their own company.” 
Quoting again: “Speaxing of gifts, 
Jonathan Edwards, the great philosopher 
and revivalist of the 18th Century, who 
brought on the Great Awakening, said: 
‘The glory of the approaching happy 
state of the church does not at all re- 
quire those extraordinary gifts. As that 
state of the church will be the nearest of 
any to its perfect state in heaven, so I 
believe it will be like it in this that all 
extraordinary gifts shall have vanished. 
For my part, I had rather enjoy the 
sweet influence of the Spirit drawing 
forth the holy exercise of faith, divine 
love, sweet complacense and humble joy 
in God one quarter of an hour than to 
have prophetical visions and revelations 
the whole year!” With all due respect to 
a good man and the feasibility of this 
beautiful flow of eloquence it does nvt 
substitute for “Thus saith the Lord.” 
Furthermore what sort of a warped the- 
ology is it that speaks in high tones of 
a church that is glorious, nigh to perfec- 
tion, devoid of those very things, spiritual 
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gifts, God placed in the church to make 
it powerful and glorious? 

A church brooding over a loss of 50,000 
in membership does not strike one as 
more glorious than the primitive church, 
and it would seem that talk of laying 
aside those things which St. Paul says 
are “given to profit withal” is at least 
premaiure. If the early church needea the 
gifts of the Spirit we would auvise 
churches suffering great losses and 
threatened with desertion to “covet earn- 
estly the best gifts.’”’ To us the philoso- 
phical sayings of Jonathan Edwards shall 
never supersede the simple truths of the 
Divinely inspired Holy Scriptures. 


It is a troublesome task to reconcile the 
minds of ihe people to whom we preaca 
if we propose for them an assortment of 
New Testament teachings, at the same 
time condemning other plain New Testa- 
ment statements; viz., the Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, and speaking with other 
tongues as the Spirit gives utterance— 
unless we can show some statement in 
the Word which clearly states it was for 
people of that time only. As you know, 
no such passage exists. Irrespective of the 
philosophies of men of great repute and 
learning, no people will go astray who 
stick closely to the written Word. This 
accounts for the great success of the Pen- 
tecostal movement. 

With no animosity toward the Herald 
nor its staff, and trusting that God may 
continue to bless souls thru its pages, of 
which we are certain if nothing but the 
truth and the whole truth is published, I

THE CHURCH OF GOD EVANGEL 


“Ghe Right Employment of the “Gongue 


EEP thy tongue from evil and thy 
lips from speaking guile. 

The tongue is a subject to which the 
Scripture often invites our attention. Un- 
less the tongue be under the sanctifying 
influence of the grace of God, we are 
told by the Apostle James, our religiun 
is vain, and whoso offendeth not in word, 
that man is a perfect man. A good man, 
out of the good treasures of his heart, 
will bring forth wise and useful conver- 
sation, but an evil man out of the bad 
treasures of his heart will bring forth only 
a stream of polution and death. A whole- 
some tongue, says Solomon, is a tree of 
life. Our subject then is the religious 
use of the tongue. Let us notice then 
what we should avoid, what use we 
should make of the tongue, how we may 
do it, and the motives for so doing. 

In the use of the tongue, Ist, what 
should we avoid? The text specifies evil 
in the general—‘from evil.” (1) From 
the evil of impiety and blasphemy, all 
expressions against God’s character and 
glory and works and will, all witty say- 
ings and perversions of scripture, all 
jocular uses of the divine Word, all rash 
speaking on the solemn concerns of tre 
soul religion and eternity. (2) From the 
evil of profaneness, all cursing, swearing 
and taking God’s name in vain, “Thou 
shalt not take the name of the Lord thy 
God in vain,” all exclamations in which 
God’s name is used. Many sincere Chris- 
tians err here. Never use any of the li- 
vine titles but with awe and godly fear. 
(3) From the evil of falsehood. Now this 
is a monster evil. One of its forms is that 
of slander—declaring that which is false 
to injure another, evil speaking—becom- 
ing the conveyers of evil concerning oth- 
ers, without good evidence of its truth, 
and also dwelling on the sins of others. 
This is forbidden in Scriptures. The back- 
biter is a harmful character among other 
modes of falsehood. There is that of false 
jesting where persons impress it upon 
others as the truth, falsehood used in 
trading and business, an untrue impres- 
sion being made upon a seller or buyer 
to make them believe they are getting 
things cheap. What a world of iniquity 
is exhibited to the eye of the great God 
in the transaction of trade: how few 
even of professors have clean han{js! 
(4) Talkativeness. The tongue was never 
designed to be in a perpetual motion as 
the muscles of the heart, or the blood in 
the veins. Talkativeness is an evil in it- 
self and also leadeth to much evil. “In a 
multitude of words there wanteth not 
sin.” Few perpetual talkers have good 
consciences. There are times when it 
would be cruel to be silent but there are 
surely seasons when it is cruel not to be 
so. (5) From the evil of anger and con- 
tention, wrathful words—words spoken 
hastily—words designed to irritate, in- 
cense, and provoke. Jesus refers to this, 
Chap. 3, V. 5, ete. 

We ask, What use shall we make of the 
tongue? Let it be placed under the influ-

ence of wisdom. Let it give utterance to 
that which is wise and be the instrument 
of conveying knowledge, have something 
to say when we speak and something 
worth saying. Let it always be identified 
with truth. Abhor falsehood for it is griev- 
ous to God and ruinous to the _ soul. 
“Speak the truth one to another and lie 
not.” Let it be the instrument of peace, 
avoid all wrangling and strife and conten- 
tions. Let this be your motto, “I AM FOR 
PEACE.” Let the tongue not be dipped in 
gall, nor in the oil of dissimulation, but 
the holy oil of love, speaking the truth in 
love. Let it be the minister of edification, 
use the tongue for the good of mankind. 
Col. 4:6. Speak to instruct, to comfort, to 
encourage and warn others that live in 
sin. 

We ask how we make this use of the 
tongue? (1) By seeking the sanctification 
of the heart. The mouth is a channel for 
the stream from the inward fountain of 
the soul. From the state and fullness cf 
the heart the mouth speaketh. If the 
fountain be pure then will the stream 
be so. A heart filled with heavenly wis- 
dom and holy love will ever produce a 
pious and edifying conversation. As the 
heart is so will be the tongue, by having 
it under strict government and control. 
If allowed to run loose or left to itself, 
evil must be the result. A wise man will 
place this difficult member under restric- 
tion. He will discipline it, keep it as with 


bit and bridle. Exercise Christian vigi- 
lance in reference to it. Have watch as 
well as guard, keep a sentinel at the door 
of thy lips, be slow also to speak, exer- 
cise caution and care. Employ it in holy 
services, reading the divine Word, praise, 
Christian conversation and the prayer. 
Have special respect to this member, 
“the tongue.” 

Now let us glance at some motives for 
the right application of the tongue because 
of the connection between the tongue and 
the conscience. Isn’t the conscience oftner 
grieved and defiled by the tongue than 
anything else? Who does not know this? 
If a good conscience is worth having 
then keep thy tongue from speaking 
guile because of the connection between 
the tongue and our real prosperity. “A 
wholesome tongue is a tree of life.” (Sol- 
omon). It will exert a favorable influ- 
ence on the whole soul. On account of the 
connection between the tongue and our 
usefulness our influence will greatly de- 
pend on this. If this member is wrong 
we shall do little good in the world. If it 
be seasoned with the salt of grace we 
shall be a blessing to others. On account 
of the connection between the tongue and 
the judgment day, words as well as ac- 
tion will be judged, all that we have said 
as well as done, every idle word. A false- 
hood will cover with shame and exclude 
from the heavenly state. Let the subject 
be the test of personal examination, let 
those who are the slaves of evil tongues 
seek deliverance by the divine truth and 
grace. A new heart is essentially neces- 
sary. 


Increasing In Knowledge of God 


I. J. JAMES, (Col.) 
Text: Col. 1:10. 


HAT ye might walk worthy of the 

Lord unto all pleasing, being fruitful 
in every good work, and increasing in 
the knowledge of God.” 


The Apostle Paul just prayed for the 
Colossians that they might be filled with 
the knowledge of His will in wisdom and 
spiritual understanding and that they 
might walk worthy of the Lord unto all 
pleasing, being fruitful unto every good 
work. And further still, that they might 
continue increasing in the knowledge of 
God. God has not fenced us in or cooped 
us up or put a roof over us that we can- 
not increase. If there be restrictions on 
us to a sane enlargement in the divine 
life, they do not come from God. It is to 
the enlarged life that God calls us. Over 
the whole living creation is written legi- 
bly for all who read, Be ye enlarged. To 
every seed, the divine Master says, Be ye 
enlarged, become a flower or a tree. To 
every rivulet he says to be enlarged, be- 
come a river, and never rest until you 
have injoined the sea. To every babe He 
says, Attain unto the full growth, be- 


come a man or a woman. To every spir- 
itual babe He says, Attain unto the full 
stature of a man in Christ. Men hear this 
heavenly call and yield partial obedience 
to it. They enlarge their eyes by means 
of a telescope or microscope, their estate 
by means of commerce, their minds hy 
means of science. The only thing they 
resolutely refuse to do is to enlarge their 
souls. But what is all other enlargement 
if this supreme thing be ignored? 

A soul may be holy without being es- 
tablished in holiness. There is childhood 
in (entire) sanctification. He who ceases 
to grow in holiness ceases to enjoy heart 
purity. Purity of heart is a stepping- 
stone to religious development. Nearly 
the whole of growth is beyond heart pur- 
ity as growth in grace belongs preemi- 
nently to the sanctified state. All obstruc- 
tions to growth being removed there is 
no reason why the pure in heart should 
not make more rapid progress than when 
in a lower state of grace. Unless the soul 
pants for more of God, more of that full- 
ness of which it has been made partaker 
in being made pure, unless faith seeks 
and secures enlargement and _ love in- 
creases in intensity, the grace already 
given will not be retained, but there will 
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be absolutely a loss. We shall have missed 
connection and immediately retograde on 
the downward plain until we have passed 
the point of beginning. Let us then not 
oniy stand fast in the liberty wherewith 
Christ has made us free, but add to our 
faith virtue, and to virtue knowledge, 
and to knowledge temperance, and tuo 
temperance patience, and to patience god- 
liness, and to godliness brotherly xkind- 
ness, and to brotherly kindness charity. 
For if these be in you and abound they 
make you that ye shall neither be barren 
(margin says idle) nor unfruitful in the 
knowledge of our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ. 

Contentment with present attainments 
in grace and a feeling of security in their 
possession has been the cause of some of 
the sacred characters and many of ithe 
pious of all ages spotting themselves by 
some sad missteps in the evening of life 
and before they left the world. Hence tne 
only safe course for any Christian, how- 
ever young or old, is to leave his conver- 
sion, his sanctification, his past experi- 
ences, his former victories and triumphs 
and press on to new revelations of grace 
and higher altitudes in the life of faith, 
and surely this is the divine order. God 
commands justified believers to cleanse 
themselves from all filthiness of the flesh 
and spirit. He commands purified Chris- 
tians to follow on to know the Lord, to 
forget the things behind and press for- 
ward. He would have all continually and 
earnestly seeking the riches of grace, not 
pardon or purity or what has already 
been reached but what has not yet been 
reached—more of love, of light, of power, 
and of God. He would have the farther- 
est advanced in spiritual life to seek as 
earnestly the ideals which he has placed 
before them as he would have 
seek pardon and adoption or the ideals 
held up to them. This is a fact fearfully 
overlooked by many Christians, even 
those who are supposed to have a deep 
insight into divine things, hence the en- 
feebled forms of holiness to be met with 
wherever the doctrine is being taught and 
the experiences professed. 

Dear reader, have you ever seriously 
thought over this matter? Have you been 
impressed that your obligation to seek 
holiness or having sought it that your ob- 
ligation to advance in it is as impera- 
tive as the sinner’s obligation to com- 
mence a Christian life? Spirit of God, 
stir the reader to look into this subject. 
The Scriptures do not teach any degrees 
of cleansing the heart from original sin. 
In every passage where this work is re- 
ferred to it is spoken of as a complete, 
entire work, without degrees or gradual- 
ness, but the filling of the purified soul 
with certainty. Light, love, unction, en- 
ergy, and all the positive forms of grace 
are characterized by the terms growth, 
increase, built up, abound, enlarge and 
more and more. 

When a farmer clears his land, the re- 
moval of stones and stumps and all ob- 
structions to culture is the negative 
work and can be so perfectly finished 
that he would never find another rock 
or old root in the field. But the positive 
side of deepening the soil, fertilizing it, 


sinners 
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irrigating it, rendering it more produc- 
tive can be increased more and more 
without special limit. So it is with the 
work of grace in the soul. Can the fuil 
blessing of Pentecost be still further in- 
creased? Can anything that is full become 
still fuller? Yes, undoubtedly. It can be- 
come so full that. it always’ overflows. 
This is especially the characteristic law 
of the blessing of Pentecost. It is the dis- 
tinction between full and overflowing. A 
vessel may be full and yet have nothing 
over for others. When it continues full 
and yet has something over for others 
there must be in it an  over-brimming, 
overflowing supply. This is what tae 
Lord promised to His believers at the out- 
set. Faith in Him gives them the blessing 
that they shall never thirst but as they 
advance and become stronger in faith it 
makes them a fountain of water out of 
which streams flow to others. The Spirit 
who at first only fills us will overflow 
out of us to souls around us. It is the 
river of living waters. As with many a 
fountain on earth, when we begin to open

To the Church of God Evangel readers, 
greetings: 

We are again writing you concerning 
our work among the Latin people of Key 
West. It is now near two years since we 
began this worx, and God has blest our 
efforts in a wonderful way. There have 
been many saved and _ sanctified, and 
quite a number filled with the Holy 
Ghost; these also have followed the Lord 
in water baptism. The interest is goud, 
and many are looking this way; we have 
a good Sunday School with an average 
of about fifty in attendance every Sunday. 

This work is carried on purely as a 
mission work for, and in interest of the 
Church of God, and does in no way con- 
flict with the regular services of tue 
local church among the American people. 
The pastor and members of the local 
church are working right along with us 
and doing all they can to help us make 
a success of the work among the Latin 
people. 


Financially, the work is not _ self-sup- 
porting, as the majority of those who at- 
tend our services are very poor, and very 
few have any work. At the present we are 
almost a year behind with our bills ‘or 
Sunday School literature, amounting to 
about $12.00. Also we need good gospel 
tracts and Bibles in the Spanish lan- 
guage, for distribution among the peo- 
ple. Offerings of clothing of all kinds 
will be gratefully accepted to be given 
out among the poor, as many of them 
we find have not sufficient clothing to 
appear in public. Others there are who 
have not enough to eat, and many times 
they come to us for help, if only a crust 
of bread. Our hearts are made sad as we 
witness the terrible conditions existing 
among these precious people. 

Religiously speaking, the great. major- 
ity of them are in total darkness and un- 
belief; but once they see the light, they 
gladly accept and make true, staunch, 
Churéh of God people. One dear man, 
who was an avowed infidel, felt the pow- 
er of God strike him, and was at once 
made to see the light, and today he and 
his wife both have the Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost and he is preaching the gos- 
pel. During the recent revival at the local 
church here, many of the Latin people 
attended, and one little girl who does not 
speak any English at all, received the 
Holy Ghost and spoke with other tongues, 
a part of which was in pure English. The 
name of the above brother who was an in- 
fidel, is Pedro Gonzalez, 1625 Cathrine 
St., Key West. This is given in case any 
desire f write to him for confirmation of 
the above statement. 

Our hearts are in this work, and truly 
we feel determined to press on into the 
great harvest field until Jesus comes; 


we are greatly hindered for lack of money 


to pay for Sunday School literature, 
tracts and Bibles; so if you who read 
this, feel led of the Lord to do so, we 
will truly appreciate it if you can and 
will help us.—Faithfully yours, Chas.

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Sowing and Reaping

E not deceived; God is not mocked: 
for whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap.” Gal. 6:7. 

It has been the devil’s plan all down 
the line to have people believe they can 
sow and escape the reaping day. In this 
way he has been able to deceive and cap- 
ture many. He has been doing the same 
old lie of beautifying and disguising his 
falsehood until it really looks like it were 
almost true and that he must be right. 
That is just what he did in the garden 
when he said, You shall not surely die, 
He will show you wherein you may have 
a feast of sowing to the flesh and will 
tell you fhat God only can know and that 
He is always ready to forgive, removing 
the penalty entirely, causing his victim 
to forget the fact that God has said, Ye 
SHALL REAP. 

Just now we are reminded of once see- 
ing’a young lady of about twenty or twen- 
ty-five years of age walking down the 
sidewalk, leading a little girl of about 
five. As she passed we noticed an expres- 
sion of horror in her countenance and 
turned and saw her as she walked into 
the doctor’s office. She said, Doctor my 
little girl has some form of breaking out 
which in turn has become a sore. I have 
tried many patent medicines, none of 
which seem to help her. Can you pre- 
scribe a remedy? The doctor, upon exami- 
nation, said, I’m sorry but I can’t cure 
her. Why, doctor? was the reply. Well her 
disease is inherited. Some one had sown 
evil seed and harvest time had come. 


Ye shall reap, although we may escape 
for awhile but reaping day will come. 
God is not slack concerning His promise 
and every seed sown must germinate and 
come forth. Every heartache and every 
sorrow has its beginning in a seed sown 
somewhere. If we can trace them back 
to the point of their beginning we may 
find the cause. It is true that no plant 
can come from nothing, hence there must 
have been a seed sown. 

While we are discussing this, we wish 
to say that no matter how small the seed 
sown, truly it may seem ever so tiny and 
innocent, even in the first stages of its 
growth, it may appear very trifle and in- 
significant but if allowed to grow and de- 
velop it will reach the harvest time. We 
must then reap it. One particular point 
that we should observe in sowing and 
reaping is that when we sow just one seed 
when reaping time comes we must reap 
many seed. A’ very small, evil deed may 
cause one to suffer much at reaping time, 
for when we plant only a few grains of 
corn in a field we will in turn expect to 
reap many grains. The mustard seed 
which Jesus spoke of was among the 
smallest seed but He said it would make 
a great tree. 

I remember being very closely associ- 
ated with a young man who followed the 
drink habit and the severa: other evils 
that are usually associated with it. I 


would often warn him of the danger cur 
traveling that road, saying that it wouid 
land in a place of destruction. His answer 
was nearly always, I won’t be by myself 
or I won’t be lonesome. While he lived 
I am quite sure he was not lonesome nor 
by himself but only a few short years 
had gone by until he was a _ nervous 
wreck. He could hardly write his name on 
account of being so nervous and could 
hardly remember things he heard last 
week. He sought the aid of many physi- 
cians but all in vain. He went down to his 
gvave in a delirious and unconscious con- 
dition when quite a young man. I thought 
of Prov. 29:1, “He, that being often re- 
proved hardeneth his neck, shall sudden- 
ly be destroyed, and that without rem- 
edy.” His time of reaping like all others 
had its time of beginning or seed sowing 
and went to show that we must reap 
what we sow. 

Now there are many other such cases 
we could name but all of them only go 
to their end to prove very clearly that 
God cannot lie and we must reap what 
we sow. It is true we sometimes have to 
sow in tears but God has promised that 
we may reap in joy. Psa. 126:5,6. We can 
appreciate very highly having such won- 
derful promises that even if we must 
weep while we are bearing precious seed 
at the harvest we will doubtless come 
again rejoicing, bringing our sheaves 
with us. We are always glad when pay 
day comes if we have been faithful. 

We always know if we have been regu- 
lar every day on the job that our pay 
roll will be full but if we have stayed 
off the job, lost several days, our pay 
will be short. Then we should be very 
d:ligent in handling the talents our Lora 
has trusted to our hand. Oh dear servants 
of the most High, let’s never feel that 
because we are not able to do the great 
things some others can do we may stand 
idle. Remember the servant that buried 
his talent just because he had only one. 
We know if he had used the one he had 
God would have given him more. But be- 
cause he could not do the big things he 
would just do nothing and by so doing 
his Lord took what he had from him. 

Brother, sister, how would you feel if 
you failed to do the little things you 
know you can do for God if He were to 
take your job from you and give it to 
some of your friends near you and you 
could feel deep down in your heart you 
had lost what you had because you did 
not obey God? Are you willing to come 
to the judgment empty handed? Paul said 
not to be weary in well doing: for in due 
season we shall reap, if we faint not. 

No doubt there are many today who 
know God wants them to work in His 
vineyard and they even know they have 
the talent and yet they still keep putting 
off their duty, waiting for a more con- 
venient time. Dear souls, you may be Jet- 
ting some precious soul sink into ever- 
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lasting destruction just because you are 
not doing the little things God would 
have you do for no doubt some one some- 
where is needing just the things that 
only you can say or do. Come on, draw 
nigh to God and He will draw nigh to 
you and will help you in your weak 
points and enable you to do the little 
things He wants you to do. It is true if 
we never sOW we can never reap and at 
harvest time we may see our neighbors 
reaping in a rich harvest and having 
plenty while we are in want. It will be 
the same in God’s kingdom. OH let’s put 
on new zeal and begin sowing the good 
seed. We may be glad also in the har- 
vest. 

Take a good look at yourself and asx 
yourself if you are doing all you know to 
do. “Therefore to him that knoweth to do 
good, and doeth it not, to him it is sin.” 
James 4:17. Can we expect to be glad 
at harvest time unless we work now? 
May the Lord help us to see that our life 
and not our testimony will count at the 
judgment. May we sow in a way that we 
will be glad in the day of reaping. Please 
remember our text, “Be not deceived; 
God is not mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.”

EFFECTS OF ALCOHOLIC DRINKS 
Lesson 12 — March 19 








TIME: The section from Proverbs, if 
by Solomon, was written between 980 and 
940 B.C.; Isa. 28:1-4 was written about 
725 B. C.; Belshazzar’s feast was in 638

PLACE: Palestine and Babylon. 


GOLDEN TEXT: At the last it biteth 
like a serpent, and stingeth like an adder. 
—Prov. 23:32. 


LEADING THOUGHT: Strong drink 
was a curse of o!d and it is a curse still. 





“Who hath woe? who hath sor- 
who hath 


V. 29. 
row? who hath contentions? 
babblings?”’ Woe suggests pain and dan- 
ger. Sorrow tells of grief over the things 


that arise out of drunkenness. Conten- 
tions is the after growth of the many er- 
rors committed while out of the way by 
drink. Prov. 20:1. Drunkenness leads to 
strife and brawling. Babbling comes from 
theHebrew “Siach” meaning “meditation” 
or “sorrowful thought,” the regret for 
lost fortune, ruined health, friends de- 
stroyed; thereby reducing those who 
practice such to “misery and regret.” 
“Who hath wounds without cause?” The 
insults caused, the enemies made by 
wrongs committed by drinking men and 
others are without cause and might have 
been avoided. Sober men would not en- 
gage in such things. “Who hath redness 
of eyes?” The bloodshot appearance of a 
drunkard’s eyes telis the destructiveness 
of the poisons to the tender tissues. The 
blindness and dullness of their vision 
tells of the awful deadening effects caus- 
ed by the use of strong drink. 

V. 30. “They tarry long at the wine; 
they that go to seek mixed wine.” Isa. 
§:11. 

V. 31. “Look not thou upon the wine 
when it is red.” The wine of Palestine was 
chiefly “red.” Its beautiful appearance 
was deceiving to the eye. “When it giv- 
eth its color in the cup.” For “color” the 
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Hebrew has “eye” which refers to the 
sparkling and gleaming of the wine when 
poured into the cup, the appeal of which 
the drinker finds is hard to resist. “When 
it moveth itself aright.” The reference is 
to the wine being transferred to the 
drinking vessel, or possibly to the drink- 
er’s throat “when it glideth down smootb- 
ly,” the pleasing taste of the wine to the 
palate as it passes without roughness or 
harshness (S.S. 7:9). The Septuagent 
has enlarged upon it to read, “Be ye nct 
drunk with wine, but converse with just 
men, and converse in public places.” Cf. 
Eph. 5:18. 

V. 32. “At last it biteth like a serpent, 
and stingeth like an adder.” The poison 
of wine is like the biting of a poisonous 
serpent, which affects the whole body, 
producing fatal results. See Num. 21:9. 
The fatality of strong drink is more radi- 
cally shown by the bitings of the serpent. 
The sting of the adder would perhaps 
produce a puncture, thus making a wound 
and spreading its poison. The actions of 
a drunken man are like one bitten by 
a serpent or stung by an adder, they are 
thus poisoned and deadened, ruined and 
destroyed. 

Isa. 28:1-4. ‘“‘Woe to the crown of pride, 
to the drunkards of Ephraim.” The 
drunkards of Ephraim were the _ ten 
tribes (Amos 6:6) whose glorious beauty 
is a fading flower. The “glorious beauty” 
of Samaria was a beauty of magnificent 
luxury of “summer” and “winter houses” 
built distinct from each other with ivory 
palaces (Amos 3:15; 1 Kings 23:39), 
“gardens, vineyards, fig-orchards, and 
oliveyards (Amos 4:9). Their houses of 
“hewn stone,” “beds of ivory,” “wine in 
bowls” (Amos 6:4-11), was a “fading 
flower” because of their drunkenness and 
revelry. “Which are on the head of the 
fat valleys of them that are overcome 
with wine!” Samaria the capital of 
Ephraim was built upon a hill of an oval 
form, which rose up in the midst of a 
fertile valley shut in by mountains. The 
prophet identified the valley with the 
kingdom itself, then personifies it, and 
then referred to its head as crowned by 
the fading flower of the beauty of Sa- 
maria. 

2. “Behold, the Lord hath a mighty 
and strong one.’ The Lord here hints at 
the invasion of Assyria, the “mighty and 
strong one, which as a tempest of hail 
and a destroying storm” will invade Sa- 
maria. 

Vv. 5. “The crown of pride, the drunk- 
ards of Ephraim, shall be trodden under 
feet.” Perhaps more than Samaria is 
meant, possibly the proud spirit of the 
Israelitish people is here had in refer- 
ence. “Trodden under feet” by the As- 
syrians as the raging tempest of wind 
and hail. 

V. 4. “The glorious beauty, which is 
on the head of the fat valley, shall be a 
fading flower,” or like the early fruit of 
summer, which the hungry harvester 2at- 
eth up. The reference is one of complete 
destruction. 

Dan. 5:1-4. “Belshazzar the king made 
a great feast to a thousand of his lords, 
and drank wine before the thousand.” 
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One so high in authority might have well 
preserved the dignity both of himself and 
his people by setting standards of re- 
straint instead of drunkenness. 

Vv. 2. “While he tasted the wine,” he 
commanded the sacred vessels (from the 
house of the Lord at Jerusalem which 
Nebuchadnezzar had taken away captive) 
to be brought and to be used for the vile 
purpose of the king, his princes, his 
wives, and his concubmes, that they 
might drink therein. Drunkenness has no 
regard for sacred things, it defiles and 
regards all things as impure and fitted 
for whatever purpose drunkards desire. 

Vv. 3. The command is obeyed and the 
vessels are brought. Thus the wild orgy 
of drunkenness is staged and “they drank 
in them.” 

V. 4. And while they drank wine, and 
praised the gods of gold, and of silver, 
of brass, and of iron, of wood and cf 
stone.” Then the hand wrote on the wall, 
“God hath numbered thy kingdom, and 
finished it. Thou art weighed in the bal- 
ances, and art found wanting.” Men who 
are given to wine and strong drink are 
no less finishing their kingdoms, having 
failed to preserve their vessels in honor 
and holiness. They are therefore weighed 
in the balances and found wanting be- 
fore God.

babe, born in the lowly manger, an am- 
bassador of peace to a world at enmity 
with God. What a missionary He was! 
Thank God! I wish we had some more 
who would make just a little greater 
sacrifice for Him. What a life of sacrifice 
He lived! He came unto His own and His 
own received Him not. He was persecut- 
ed, misunderstood, hated, tracked like a 
hunted prey, and at last apprehended ind 
cruelly slain. 

While I was away in the States just a 
few days ago, I had an experience there 
that impressed me to write on “The Spir- 
it of Christ.” While I was waiting on 
Brother Poteat to bring my little girl 
from Pennsylvania to Maine, I went 
down to Augusia, Me. where Sister 
Bowies has a little mission. I preached 
for them a time or two and I learned 
their condition. They were having it 
plenty hard financially, didn’t have 
enough to pay their rent which was due 
that day. I was due to leave next morn- 
ing at 4:00 a. m. for Prince Edward Is- 
land, Can. I got in my car and started 
for Bangor, Me. where I was going to 
take the train, and before I got out of 
sight of the house my car broke down. 
It cost me $8.85 and then of course I did 
not have the means for my trip back to 
Canada. But anyway I got the car fixed 
and started to leave Augusta where Sis- 
ter Bowles and her workers are laboring 
so faithfully for the cause of Christ and 
sometimes going destitute of food and 
other necessities of life that many of you 
southern people are enjoying. Now here 
is the spirit I want you to see. While 
they are giving their life little by little, 
thank God, they are interested in the far 
lands too. When I got all ready to leave 
they knew my condition and two of the 
workers, Sisters Goldie Banks and Vivian 
Haworth, gave me an offering and this 
is what they said that caused me to think 
so much about the Spirit of Christ. Lis- 
ten to the words that have been ringing 
over and over in my mind for over a 
week, “Take this offering. We are anx- 
ious for you to get back to your field of 
labor.” I have studied much about that 
word “anxious.” Webster says it means 
greatly concerned. Say, brother, sister, 
that is the Spirit of Jesus—to sacrifice 
your life at home and then be anxious or 
greatly concerned about the far lands to». 

Now, I will give a brief report of the 
work here. In the last three weeks one 
has been filled wfth the Holy Ghost, two 
sanctified, and six saved. We have meet- 
ing every night somewhere, except Satur- 
day night. We go between ten and thirty 
miles to hold these meetings. We don't 
have cars here in the winter. Sometimes 
we go with a horse and sleigh and that 
is a slow way to travel. Sometimes it is 
two o’clock in the morning when the 
workers get in, and the weather is fifteen 
below zero. One time they started about 
thirty miles to meeting. It was right af- 
ter one of our severe storms that we have 
here. The horse broke thru the snow 2nd 
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was laying there with his feet sticking 
up in the air. They had to get out, un- 
hitch the horse and get him up. They 
tried it anotner way and the horse broke 
through the ice up to his belly. They had 
to get out and unhitch again. Brother, 
sister, we have a hard time getting to 
these places, but listen, when we do get 
there the results are that there are so 
many hungry souls waiting to hear the 
gospel until they will just let so many in 
for fear the house will break down and 
the rest have to stand out in the cold. 
It is a sad sight to see. 

Yesterday, Feb. 22, dear Brother 
Beard, a boy from Pennsylvania, and I 
started out to walk about fifteen miles 
to service. I put on my overshoes to keep 
my feet warm. We were in a hurry so 
we took every short-cut we could thru the 
woods, thru the fields, and up the river 
on the ice. I had not got any more than 
a mile from home when I looked down 
and one of my overshoes was gone, from 
going thru the deep snow. We went a lit- 
tle farther and looked and the other one 
was gone. Sometimes we would break 
thru and go up to our hips in the snow. 
I would put my nands on my leg and pull 
it out and go on. Sometimes I would be 
on my hands and knees and go on. O God, 
how much of this can I stand? I am a 
“Georgia cracker” and like warm weath- 
er. My feet got so wet and cold till I stop- 
ped to get them warm. I went into a 
house. My feet were so cold until I laid 
them upon the stove and one of them 
burned before I hardly realized it. When 
they began to get warm, oh how I suf- 
fered! It seemed like needles were stick- 
ing in them. Pray for me. 

One time during the World War (I 
know something about war) I lay in the 
muddy trenches of France for one month 
and the night they broke the Hindenberg 
Line they had cannons hub to hub as far 
as you could see and that long stream 
of liquid fire lighted up the elements. 
There is only one class that wants war. 
The men who have to fight don’t want it. 
The mothers of sons who must face the 
guns don’t want it. The fathers of the 
boys who must face the bayonets don’t 
want it. The sisters of brothers whose 
blood must go to swell the crimson tide 
don’t want it. The wives and sweethearts 
of men who must leave their bones to 
bleach on the battlefield don’t want it. 
Then who does want it? Listen and I will 
tell you who it is. The manufacturer of 
guns and war material. But anyway, as I 
said, during the World War there was a 
lost battalion. They were cut off from 
the main army and all around them were 
Germans. By and by their food gave out 
and then their water gave out. They were 
just about to starve to death, and at night 
they would crawl on their hands and 
knees and lick the moisture out of mud 
holes. Now and then a German courier 
would come with a flag, and say, “Sur- 
render.” But these boys would say, “We 
are not made out of that kind of stuff. 
We will never surrender.” By and by 
their ammunition gave so near out that 
they had only one shell left. A council 
was held to decide what to do with this 
last shell. It was decided they would use

it for a signal. They turned the cannon 
till it would face straight up and then at 
night they put the shell in, got down and 
prayed and then pulled the trigger. Up, 
up went the shell, bursting into a flame. 
How they hoped the American soldiers 
would see it. The next morning bright 
and early they saw an aeroplane circling 
around and around and knew it was one 
of their own plains. Soon it came very 
near and dropped some canteens of water 
and some loaves of bread and then follow- 
ed a note with the words, “Hold on, we 
are coming.” It went away. By and by 
more aeroplanes came and circied around 
dropping them more canteens of water 
and more bread and another note say- 
ing, “Hoid on, we are coming.” That con- 
tinued for several days and then all at 
once they heard the roaring of the big 
cannons and they knew a fight was on. 
lt was not long until their armies came 
uud carried them back. 

brother, we are having a real battle 
for Jesus here on this island. They are 
asking us to surrender. I have had them 
to come right in my house and right to 
my face and say, “If you would not 
preach that tongues is the evidence of the 
Holy Ghost, we could all worship togeth- 
er and you would not have to suffer like 
you do.” But listen, dear Church of God 
brother and sister, pray for me. I will 
never surrender one doctrine of the 
Church of God. If I know my heart, I 
will die first. I would be glad to meet 
Bertha over yonder and tell her I died 
for the cause we both loved so well. We 
have been firing at the enemy but in 
these closing days we need to use our 
last cannon to signal to the skies. The 
Lord will not let us be without food and 
water, and then He will send this little 
note, “Hold the fort for I am coming.” 
We wave the answer back to Heaven, 
“By thy grace we will.” I will close fur 
now and try to be on the job when my 
time comes again, Pray for me and the 
work.

power, when he had by himself purged 
our sins, sat down on the right hand of 
the Majesty on high.” 

Can you sit down on the right hand of 
that which is invisible, or spirit? Can 
the spirit be seen? 

Acts 7:55 says “But he, (Stephen) bDe- 
ing full of the Holy Ghost, looked sted- 
fastly into heaven, and saw the glory of 
God, and Jesus standing on the rignt 
hand of God:” Friend, if God is invisible, 
how could Stephen see Jesus on the 
right hand of something that cannot be 
seen? Truly it is thru the revelation of 
Jesus Christ and*to whomsoever He will 
reveal Him. Notice, Rev. 5:7 says, “And 
he (Jesus) came and took the book out 
of the right hand of him that sat upon 
the throne.” Read the following  scrip- 
tures. There are two distinct persons in 
these readings, not spirits but persons. 

Rev. 6:16, “Hide us from the face of 
him (God) that sitteth on the throne 
and from the wrath of the Lamb (Je- 
sus).” 

Rev. 7:9, “Stood before the throne, and 
before the Lamb.” 

Rev. 19:4, “They worshipped God that 
sat on the throne.” 

Rev. 19:7, “The marriage of the Lamb 
is come.” 

Rev. 20:11-12, “I saw a great white 
throne. * * * I saw the dead, small and 
great, stand before God.” 

Rev. 22:1, “A pure river of water of 


life proceeding * * * out of the throne 
of God and of the Lamb.” 

Rom. 1:20, “For the invisible things 
(not God) of him from the creation of 
the world are clearly seen, being under- 
stood by the things that are made, even 
his eternal power and Godhead; so they 
that are without excuse.” 


While some teach or we all teach and 
believe God invisible, yet visible—how 
can He be both? He is invisible to me, 
and probably to you, but not to Moses 
for Moses saw the back parts of God 
which was not spirit but must have been 
body or form of some description. My 
eonception is, body for man is made in 
His image. Read Exod. 33:23. God is no 
more invisible than Jesus. While I have 
never seen Him still I believe He was 
and is and will come and I shall see Him. 
Surely if Job could have the hope of see- 
ing Him who is invisible at present, I 
can, Let us read Col. 1:12-17, “Giving 
thanks unto the Father, which hath made 
us meet to be partakers of the inheri- 
tance of the saints in light. Who hath 
delivered us from the power of darkness, 
and hath translated us into the kingdom 
of his dear Son: In whom we have re- 
demption through his blood, even the for 
giveness of sins: Who is the image of the 
invisible God, the firstborn of every crea- 
ture: For by him were all things creat- 
ed, that are in heaven, and that are in 
earth, visible and invisible, whether they 
be thrones, or dominions, or  principal- 
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ities, or powers: all things were created 
by him, and for him: And He is before 
all things, and by him all things cometh.” 
There is no use of us denying God be- 
cause to us He is invisible, yet He exists 
and to my understanding has a body that 
is visible. At this time His throne is in- 
visible but briefly I will declare His 
Church is visible and not invisible as 
some think. 

We read of its organization in Matt. 
16:18, and in 1 Cor. 12:28, “Set some in 
the church,” etc. Eph. 4:11, “He gave 
some apostles.” It’s here on earth, not in- 
visible. Acts 12:1, “Herod vexed certain 
of the Church.” Acts 12:5, “Church pray- 
ing for Apostle Peter.” Acts 13:1, “The 
Church at Antioch.” Acts 14:23, “Ordain- 
ed elders in every church.” Acts 15:4, 
“Church at Jerusalem.” Acts 16:4-5, “So 
were the churches established.” 1 Cor. 
1:1-2, “Church at Corinth.” James 6:14, 
“Call elders of the church.” These things 
only show us the Church is not invisible. 
May the Lord bless us and lead us not 
into temptation.

An Appeal For Cooperation

For some time I have felt impressed to 
write to the officials of the Church of 
God that are on the battlefield in the 
various states and elsewhere. This ap- 
peal also reaches to the laity as their 
support is sincerely solicited. 

At the last General Assembly I was 
appointed on the General Indebtedness 
Committee. We devised a plan whereby 
the Church could pay its way out of debt 
and come out on top free from all incum- 
berance. You who attended the Assembly 
well remember the enthusiasm we all felt 
when the plan was introduced and adopt- 
ed. You agreed to accept it and you rati- 
fied it thus making it a part of our obli- 
gation towards the Church for the assem- 
bly year of 1932 and 33. 

It was ruled that the ministry of the 
Church should pay five dollars each for 
the purpose of paying off the debt. I note 
by the Evangel that a few have paid but 
not many. I am wondering what is the 
matter? Of course I hear a volley of 
voices, “I can not get the money.” My 

rother and sister, if you will make an 
effort and save up and try you will be 
able to pay. Many of our ministry have 
money for ice cream, candy and many 
foolish things but howl when they are 
asked to pay their five dollar assessment. 
They shout glory and talk in tongues 
and have a giory fit but will not help to 
carry the burden. This is a serious mat- 
ter. God help us as ministers to COOP- 
ERATE. Do you realize that we all love 
Brothers Latimer, Clark and Boehmer? 
We all say, Sure. Well, do you realize 
they spend sleepless nights and worry 
on account of the financial obligations 
we owe? Why not show our appreciation 
to thesé brethren and also to God and the 
Church in paying our five dollars? When 
we left the Assembly we were trusted by 
these brethren as being loyal supporters 
of the Church in doing what we agreed 
to do on the main floor of the Assembly. 
If you did not intend to do it, why then 
did you voice your sentiment in favor of 
the assessment? Why did you not object? 
Therefore, we are obligated in the sight 
of God to pay our vows. Some one says, 
Well, if my church will pay it, I will say, 
amen. You are to look after your own 
business and pay your bills. You do right 
and the fleece from the flock will meet 
your demands. Your obligations will b2 
met. These that didn’t attend the Assem- 
bly know that that which is ratified by 
the Assembly becomes a ruling and all 
the entire body that is stipulated in tlie 
ruling comes under its jurisdiction, so we 
are all bound. I am afraid if we fail that 
the smile of the Lord will not be on us 
as it would be otherwise. I, as your com- 
mitteeman, ask you to cooperate. We 
must face it and carry the load. 

A word to the Overseers: I am not the 
General Overseer but I feel this burning 
in my bones and I must give vent to it. 
We have the responsibility of the Bible 
sales and the pencil drive on us. Have 


you done your share? Personally, have 
you sold pencils and Bibles? I’m trying 
to save the day. Please take this in the 
right manner. God bless your heart, we 
have the load to carry so let us carry it. 
Have you been cooperating? The editor 
informs me that we have sold one hun- 
dred thousand pencils and have one hun- 
dred and fifty thousand yet to sell. The 
contract will soon be up, and then we are 
up against it. We have until April the 
first. You who have not kept tab of vour 
churches and ministry better get on the 
job. You should consider yourself a dis- 
tributing agent and see to it that your 
ministers and churches do their share. It 
is a shame on us if we fail and there is 
no need of it either. Some one got a 
bunch of pencils and when they found 
that they were 5c each sent the bunch 
back. To». lazy to get out and sell them! 
James said faith without works is dead. 
We all know our obligations. Why not 
carry them out? I am bound to say that 
if we are honest we will. We are glad to 
get our tithes, our support. But we need 
to do some supporting and cooperating. 
Are we going to sell a few Bibles and a 
few pencils and about three dozen 
preachers pav their five dollar assess- 
ment and altogether raise about three 
thousand dollars and then come to the 
Ass*mblyv with the same old drag and be 
nagged with the same old story—in debt 
up to our ears—or are we going to pliy 
the part of real men and put this over? I 
accept no excuses. I may lose friends 
and make enemies, but I want to tell you 
this is on my heart. You say, Well, we 
are in a depression. Well my brother, be- 
fore the depression ever came, years az, 
this debt was on and then you did not 
come across, and then the second dollar 


drive and you did not make it one hun- ag 
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dred per cent. You are responsible for 
your work. You have been appointed, not 
as a figure-head, but to do your duty. [ 
am not bragging but I know good and 
well what can be done if we will try to 
do it. We faced the issue out here in the 
first dollar drive and we went over the 
top 100 per cent. We met it the second 
time 100 per cent. We faced the note sys- 
tem we had and went over the top 100 
per cent. We failed on the penny meal 
drive and you did too. This year we have 
nearly doubled the pencil drive and the 
end is not yet. We are doubling the Bible 
sales and the end is not yet. I want to 
say to my preachers, Pay up the five dol- 
lar assessment, if you have not paid it, 
and then we will be accounted as worthy 
stewards of the cause of God we love so 
well. I wish to speak the sentiment of my 
ministers, and state our slogan—Over 
the top and we refuse to be defeated. Get 
a bulldog grip and roll your eyes and 
hang on till we have licked the enemy of 
debt. Thank God, we can do it! Some 
overseers will no doubt take this lightly, 
but I trust they will not. Come on, boys, 
do your best. You have been in the Church 
for years and you know what it is all 
about. We must all work together. 
UNITED WE STAND, DIVIDED WE 
FALL. LET US COOPERATE in paying 
the debt. God bless you.
